But each gift will be 2% cheaper on 


Christmas. That's 3.9% up on the

average — putting prices on a par with 
those back in 1994. 

And with a host of bargains on 
offer, spending this Christmas is on 
track to break all records. 

Consumers are set to part with 
£75.8billion in the three months to 


same period last year. Higher interest 
rates mean shopkeepers are keeping 
a lid on price rises. 

And shops are much better 
prepared for what are expected to be 
the *hot ticket" items, says a major 
annual report by analysts Verdict. 

Last year, stores sold out of mobile 
camera phones because they 
underestimated how popular they 
Would be. But with mobile 
phones already predicted 
to be this year's biggest 
seller, shops are well 
stocked in readiness. 

Other factors which will

But a Switch/Maestro 
spending survey which 
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was also released yester- 
day claims average adult 
spending this year will 
actually fall. 

Its poll claims that adults 
will spend an average of

the lowest total since 1999. 

The firm’s chief execu- 
tive Roger Alexander said: 
“Following five interest 
rate rises, consumers are 
going to be much more 
cautious this Christmas, 
spending £55 less overall 
than in 2003.”

A NEW airport security 
device reveals the naked 
truth. about passengers 
and gives security staff 
an eyeful. 

An X-ray machine, designed 
to spot hidden explosives or 
weapons, produces "naked" 
pictures of passengers. 

But the device, on trial at 
Heathrow airport, has angered 
travellers who say it's embarrass- 
ing and doesn't leave much to the 
imagination. 

American authorities are refus- 
ing to use the body scanner until it 
is modified to *mask" passengers' 
modesty. 

But Britain's aviation bosses say 
if it can cope with large numbers, 
improve detection rates and is 
accepted by the public, it will be 
installed in every UK airport. 


At Heathrow, passengers are 
selected at random and asked to 
step into the scanner which looks 
like a grey filing cabinet. 

Those who refuse are subjected 
to a hand search. 

Security officials claim it's a 
more effective way of spotting 
potential terrorists because it 
highlights plastic explosives and 
ceramic knives, which normal 
metal detectors would miss. 

The images that are taken can 
be checked and immediately 
deleted. 

Experts say the new scanner 
could replace hand searches. 

But passengers who have gone 
through it were shocked at how 
revealing the images are. 

Gary Cook, 40, from Dorset, said: 
“I felt really embarrassed."
